Your  Worship,  Mesdames  and  Gentlemen, 

This  report  is  a statutory  requirement  and  has  to  be  compiled  each  year 
in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  It  should  not  be  con- 
sidered as  an  assessment  of  the  state  of  health  of  the  citizens  of  the  Borough  but 
rather  as  an  attempt  to  present  information  relating  to  the  vital  statistics  of  the 
community  in  the  area,  in  an  orderly  manner  and  to  draw  attention  to  the  primary 
responsibility  of  the  Health  Department,  i.e.  environmental  hygiene  and  the  con- 
trol of  infectious  disease. 

To  carry  out  this  duty  there  is  an  approved  establishment  of  two  part 
time  Medical  Officers,  five  district  Public  Health  Inspectors,  one  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  a Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  (shared  half-time  with 
neighbouring  authority). 

While  recognising  its  limited  sphere  of  power  there  were  times  during 
the  year  when  the  Council  expressed  its  interest  and  concern  in  matters  affecting 
community  health  generally,  such  as  Cervical  Smear  Clinics,  Adult  Screening 
Clinics  and  the  care  of  the  aged. 

STATISTICS 

The  Registrar  General’s  mid-year  esti- 
mate showed  an  increase  of  1,210  over  last 
year’s  figure. 

This  was  an  increase  of  58  over  the  pre- 
vious year’s  total  to  parents  normally  resi- 
dent in  the  Borough. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  popula- 
tion is  calculated  by  using  the  comparability 
factor  and  was  well  in  excess  of  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  of  18.10  per  1,000 
population  and  also  above  the  local  figure 
of  the  previous  year  of  20.92  per  1,000 
population.

This  figure  was  two  less  than  the  previous 
year's  total.  As  a percentage  of  the  total 
births  it  gave  a figure  of  5.39  and  could  be 
said  to  compare  favourably  with  the  national 
average  for  England  and  Wales  of  7.67.  Two 
illegitimate  children  died  under  the  age  of 
one  year. 

The  Still  Birth  Rate  of  12.91  per  1,000 
total  births  was  well  below  the  national  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  of  15.80.

The  infant  mortality  rate  was  14.72  per 
1,000  total  live  births  which  compared  , favour- 
ably with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
19.00. 

Included  in  the  total  of  infant  deaths  un- 
der 1 year  were  10  who  died  within  the  first 
month  of  life. 

The  corrected  death  rate  was  11.83  per 
1,000  population  being  in  keeping  with  the 
national  figure  for  England  and  Wales  of  11.50 
per  1,000  population.  40%  of  the  deaths  were 
in  the  75  and  over  group.  The  main  causes  of 
death  retained  the  usual  pattern,  being:-

The  disease  was  prevalent  during  the 
early  part  of  the  year  being  a follow  on  from 
commencement  of  epidemic  of  final  quarter 
of  1964. 

There  were  101  notifications  relating 
to  this  infection  but  it  is  considered  prob- 
able that  many  more  cases  of  the  disease 
occurred.  Over  half  the  known  cases  were 
traced  to  an  explosive  outbreak  at  a private 
Day  Nursery  registered  by  the  County  Council 
under  the  Nursery  & Child  Minders  (Regu- 
lation) Act,  1948.  Having  regard  to  the  total 
number  of  children  and  staff  at  the  Nursery, 
it  was  considered  that  the  spread  of  infec- 
tion within  the  Nursery  was  related  to  the 
paucity  of  suitable  sanitary  facilities. 

The  number  of  notifications  received 
was  26  being  a threefold  increase  over  the 
previous  year’s  total. 

Notifications  amounted  to  43,  being  the 
highest  number  of  notifications  received 
annually  for  past  five  years. 

One  case  recorded  in  the  statistics  and 
reported  to  Ministry  of  Health  solely  by 
reason  of  first  being  diagnosed  in  an  hos- 
pital in  the  area  of  the  Borough. 

There  were  13  primary  notifications  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  6 notifications 
of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis  infection. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  total  number 
of  persons  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  was 
396,  being  10  fewer  than  the  figure  at  the 
same  time  last  year. 

Deaths  certified  as  due  to  or  associated 
with  Tuberculosis  numbered  two.

ABATEMENT  OF 
ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

Smoke  Control  Order  No.  3 became  oper- 
ative on  the  1st  July,  1965,  and  as  a result 
there  are  now  some  4,000  houses  in  Smoke 
Control  Areas  representing  about  one  quar- 
ter of  the  total  houses  in  the  Borough.  A fur- 
ther Order  was  submitted  to  the  Minister  for 
confirmation  (Smoke  Control  Order  No.  4)  so 
that  steady  progress  towards  elimination  of 
pollution  of  the  atmosphere  from  Smoke  con- 
tinued. 

HOUSING 

The  largest  continous  area  of  unfit  pro- 
perty within  the  Borough,  i.e.  Henry  Street, 
comprising  some  250  properties  was  the  sub- 
ject of  inspection  and  report  to  the  Council, 
which  showed  that  over  60%  could  be  classi- 
fied as  unfit  for  human  habitation. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY 
PREMISES  ACT,  1963 

At  the  end  of  the  year  591  premises  had 
been  registered  but  only  about  10%  had  been 
inspected. 

FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 

The  percentage  of  animals  inspected 
for  the  purpose  of  this  Act  continued  to  be 
100%  - mainly  pigs,  sheep  and  cattle.  The 
total  of  animals  involved  amounted  to  11,887. 

FOOD  HYGIENE  (GENERAL) 
REGULATIONS,  I960 

386  inspections  were  carried  out  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate. 

The  infrequently  publicised  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectorate  remains  the  best 
stimulus  to  the  improvement  of  hygienic  cir- 
cumstances in  the  Borough.

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Chatham. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  second  Annual  Report  on  the  environmental 
health  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  for  the  year  1965. 

Housing 

The  department  has  this  year  again  kept  pace  with  the  Council’s  programme  of 
redevelopment  areas  even  though  an  additional  number  of  houses  were  inspected  and 
included  in  Clearance  Areas.  During  the  year  inspection  of  the  Henry  Street/Castle  Road 
area  continued.  This  is  one  of  the  largest  proposed  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders  in  the 
present  programme,  containing  some  250  dwellinghouses,  of  which  162  are  included  as 
unfit  in  11  clearance  areas. 

In  addition  4 individual  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  and  either  Closing  or  Demo- 
lition Orders  placed  upon  them. 

One  part  of  a dwelling  house  on  which  a Closing  Order  had  been  placed  was 
made  fit  by  the  owners  and  in  consequence  the  Order  was  determined. 

Clean  Air 

Adaptations  of  fireplaces  in  the  Borough  of  Chatham  No.  3 Smoke  Control  Order 

1965  progressed  well  and  the  Order  became  operative  on  1st  July,  1965.  The  preliminary 
inspections  of  the  proposed  No.  4 Smoke  Control  Order  (abutting  Gillingham  Borough 
Council’s  Boundary)  were  completed  and  the  Order  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government.  This  Order  was  confirmed  on  7th  July,  1965  and  becomes  operative 
on  1st  July,  1966. 

The  proposed  No.  3A  Smoke  Control  Area  immediately  adjacent  to  the  No.  3 order 
was  inspected  and  submitted  to  the  Ministry.  The  proposed  operative  date  is  1st  October, 

1966  and  confirmation  is  awaited. 

Over  4,000  houses  in  the  Borough  are  now  within  operative  Smoke  Control  Orders 
and  helping  to  maintain  clean  air. 

Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises 

It  was  hoped  that  during  the  year  real  progress  would  be  made  in  the  general 
inspection  of  premises  registered  since  the  Act  became  operative.  However,  owing  to  the 
enlarged  housing  programme,  the  smoke  control  programme  and  illness  in  the  Department, 
work  under  the  Act  was  delayed.  Details  of  inspections  and  a special  report  on  lighting 
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standards  appear  on  later  pages  of  this  report. 

Cesspools 

During  the  year  additional  labour  was  engaged  to  assist  in  the  search  for  and 
tracing  of  cesspools  and  drainage  systems  not  connected  to  the  Corporation’s  foul  sewer. 
Fifty  cesspools  were  traced  and  nine  tested  to  ascertain  if  they  were  watertight.  The  own- 
ers of  cesspools  found  to  be  leaky  were  requested  to  make  them  watertight  or  as  an  altern- 
ative connect  the  drains  to  the  foul  sewer.  In  all  cases  the  owners  connected  the  drains 
to  the  foul  sewer. 

Food  Inspection 

A hundred  per  cent  inspection  was  maintained  of  all  animals  slaughtered  at  the 
licensed  slaughterhouse  during  the  year.  The  kill  this  year  was  the  highest  for  twenty 
years,  i.e.  since  the  immediate  post  war  boom. 

I would  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  assistance  given  to  me  by  my 
deputy,  Mr.  A.  J.  Moore,  and  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  staff.

This  was  an  informal  sample.  Fat  3*60,  Solids  not  fat  8.30$.  Contained

5$  added  water.  FPD  C O.492.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  dairy  concerned 
and  a follow-up  sample  was  taken  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Drugs 

This  was  an  informal  sample  of  Catarrh  Cough  Syrup.  Codein  phosphate 
0.03  w/v.  Sugar  by  refractometer  64  w/w  - the  declaration  on  the  bottle  stated  78,4$ 
presumably  w/w.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the  chemists  concerned  and  the  follow- 

ing is  an  extract  from  their  letter :- 

"We  do  not  know  why  the  Public  Analyst  should  presume  that  the  declaration 
of  the  sugar  content  in  this  preparation  should  be  w/w  because  it  is  customary  to 
declare  the  presence  of  solid  ingredients  in  liquid  preparations  weight  in  volume"

The  total  number  of  premises  registered  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  591,  of 
which  21  were  registered  during  1965.  The  number  of  premises  receiving  a. general 
inspection  was  55  as  against  18  in  1964.  The  total  number  of  letters  sent  to  occupiers 
of  premises  pointing  out  contraventions  of  the  Act  was  27. 

Twenty-one  accidents  were  reported,  many  of  which  could  have  been  avoided  if 
the  injured  persons  had  known  how  correctly  to  lift  heavy  articles.  Occupiers  of 
premises  are  requested  to  advise  their  employees  on  the  correct  method  of  and  precautions 
to  take  when  lifting  articles, 

SPECIAL  REPORT  ON  LIGHTING  STANDARDS 


No  hard  and  fast  conclusion  could  be  drawn  from  the  survey  of  lighting  in 
premises.  Natural  and  artificial  lighting  varied  between  premises  of  similar  category. 

The  lighting  in  workplaces  and  sanitary  conveniences  was  generally  found  to 
be  reasonable,  as  was  that  of  staircase  and  corridors,  though  with  brilliantly  lit  shops 
and  offices  ancillary  rooms  and  staircases  often  appeared  poorly  lighted. 

Unsatisfactory  lighting  was  not  associated  with  any  class  of  premises  and 
no  instances  of  excess  glare  was  noted.  In  view  of  the  absence  of  a standard  for 
lighting,  when  occupiers  request  a specific  reply  to  an  observation  that  their  lighting 
appears  inadequate,  it  is  suggested  they  obtain  guidance  from  leaflets  issued  by  the 
British  Lighting  Council,  which  include  the  recommendation  of  the  Illuminating  Engineering 
Society,  or  consult  the  local  Electricity  Board,

SONNE  DYSENTERY  - DAY  NURSERY 


On  28th  October,  1965,  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  received  notification 
of  sonne  dysentery  in  respect  of  two  15  year  old  members  of  staff  at  a Day  Nursery. 
The  County  Medical  Officer,  who  administers  the  Nursery  under  the  Nurseries  and 
Child  Minders  Regulations  Act,  1948,  was  advised  of  these  two  cases.  We  were 
asked  by  the  County  Council  to  assist  with  the  taking  of  faecal  specimens  for 
examination.  104  specimens  were  obtained  from  the  children  and  staff  and  sub- 
mitted for  pathological  examination.  Shigella  Sonnei  was  isolated  in  61  of  these 
specimens.  This  resulted  in  38  Chatham  households  being  investigated  and  169 
specimens  being  submitted  for  examination;  62  proved  to  be  positive  for  Shigella 
Sonnei  and  of  these,  39  cases  were  found  to  have  symptoms  and  23  were  symptom- 
less excreters  (i.e.  the  organism  was  present  but  the  person  did  not  suffer  any  ill 
effects). 

The  infected  persons  received  medication  from  their  own  Doctors  and  the 
staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department  continued  to  obtain  and  submit  specimens 
for  examination  until  everyone  was  free  from  infection. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  visited  the  Day  Nursery  and  discussed  the 
outbreak  with  a Senior  Assistant  County  Medical  Officer.

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  x>rho  are  bedridden  or  house- 
bound and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and  includes  the  pro- 
vision of  a light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention  to  fires.  Night  service  is  pro- 
vided, for  no  longer  than  three  x^eeks  unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances,  for 
the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  x/ho  need 
attention  during  the  night.  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three 
nights  a x^eek  to  give  relief  to  relatives. 

FAMILY  CARE  SERVICE 

After  consultation  with  the  Childrens  Department,  this  service  is  provided 
for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their  oxm  homes  during  the  absence  of  the 
mother  by  reason  of  admission  to  hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other 
special  circumstances.  Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two 
children  is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months. 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents1  consent,  in  households  where 
the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much  below  those 
generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live.  The  three  main  objectives  of 
the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of  living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  wel- 
fare of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up. 
Intensive  training  for  a period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a 
follow-on  service  for  nine  months.  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of 
mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  Initial  period  of  three 
months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a week  until  the  youngest  child 
reaches  compulsory  school  age.
